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There  is  a  tide  in  the  affairs  of  men

On  such  a  full  sea  are  we  now  afloat. 

And  zve  must  lake  the  current  when  il  serves, 

Or  lose  our  ventures. 

Because  of  his  genius  for  expressing  the  universal  problems  of  mankind, 
we  have  chosen  William  Shakespeare  as  the  dominating  spirit  of  the  1948 
CLIPPER.  His  lasting  appeal  lies  in  the  fact  that  he  knew  how  to  express 
both  beautifully  and  significant! v  what  the  whole  world  knows,  but  what 
it  cannot  say  nearly  so  well. 

The  lines  quoted  above  were  descriptive  of  the  times  of  Caesar,  but 
they  might  well  be  applied  to  the  class  of  1948.  The  tide  of  our  lives  and 
fortunes  is  "at  the  flood"  now.  It  will  fall  to  us  who  teach  to  help  our 
generation  and  the  ones  to  come  to  recognize  and  to  clarify  vital  issues 
and  to  build  a  new  sense  of  values.  If  we  fail  now,  our  lives  and  those 
of  countless  others  must  needs  be  ''bound  in  shallows  and  in  miseries." 
We  realize  clearly  that  the  tide  is  full,  and  the  challenge  to  "take  the 
current  when  it  serves"  must  be  met. 
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Education  is  the  largest  public  enterprise  in  the  United  States.  It 
represents  an  investment  in  physical  properties  alone  of  seven  billion  dollars. 
It  demands  an  annual  expenditure  for  maintenance  of  three  billion  dollars. 
Normally  it  involves  the  services  of  a  million  teachers  and  provides  for  the 
needs  of  twenty-nine  million  pupils.  Two  persons  out  of  every  seven  in 
this  country  are  devoting  themselves  directly  to  the  work  of  training  for 
citizenship.  'The  very  magnitude  of  the  undertaking  is  a  striking  reflection 
of  the  spirit  and  vision  of  our  people. 

Good  citizenship  implies  a  proper  understanding  and  an  intelligent 
direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  man.  It  recognizes,  as  1  see  it.  the  dominion 
of  a  Creator,  the  authority  of  duly  constituted  law-givers,  the  rights  of 
our  neighbors,  and  the  obligations  of  decency.  It  demands  an  intellectual 
development  which  is  neither  perverted  nor  incomplete,  and  a  physical 
development  which  will  leave  the  mind  untrammeled  for  the  work  it  was 
designed  to  perform. 

Emphasis  on  sound  educative  processes  is  imperative.  Every  civiliza- 
tion that  has  ever  been  on  earth — and  perished  from  it — has  been  destroyed 
by  influences  with  which  we  are  familiar  today:  corruption  in  high  places, 
vicious  business  practices,  selfish  indifferences  to  the  rights  of  other  people, 
contempt  for  law  and  government,  loose  morality,  disdain  for  the  super- 
natural. Whatever  operates  as  a  bulwark  against  these  influences  is  decidedly 
good  for  America.  If  our  civilization  is  to  endure,  we  must  purge  ourselves 
of  the  forces  which  would  destroy  it.  and  encourage  those  agencies  which 
have  for  their  purpose  the  preservation  of  the  realities  of  life.  Enlightened 
guidance  in  the  training  of  youth  is  the  most  certain  augury  of  good  citizen- 
ship and  the  strongest  defense  we  can  possibly  erect  against  the  subversive 
elements  of  our  time. 

I  write  these  things  to  re-emphasize,  if  possible,  the  tremendous 
responsibilities  of  the  teaching  profession,  and  to  point  out.  particularly 
to  you  seniors,  the  need  for  self-evaluation  as  you  stand  at  the  threshold 
of  commencement.  Before  you  stretch  the  most  challenging  days  of  your 
lives.  You  can  meet  them  only  if  you  hold  fast  to  the  best  that  is  in  you. 
You  must  he  more  than  formal  guardians  of  the  classroom,  more  than 
mechanical  media  for  the  dissemination  of  knowledge.  To  you  will  he 
entrusted,  in  a  very  literal  sense,  the  destiny  of  a  segment  of  the  generation 
which  will  ultimately  rule  America.  You  are  charged  with  the  almost 
frightening  accountability  of  awakening  within  the  souls  of  youth  an 
intelligent  recognition  of  their  responsibilities  and  a  sound  appreciation  ot 
their  privileges.  To  attain  that  objective  you  must,  first  and  last,  be 
faithful  to  yourselves.

Allans  History 


"0,  call  back  yesterday,  bid  lime  return!" 

Each  graduating  class  is  secretly  convinced  that  there  never  was 
and  never  will  he  a  class  that  is  its  equal.  The  class  of  1948  is  no  exception 
to  the  general  rule.  To  aid  our  contention,  here  is  an  (almost)  unbiased 
account  of  our  accomplishments. 


ACT  I 

"Our  salad  days,  when  we  were  green  in  judgment" 

Although  our  upperclass  sisters  and  brothers  did  their  best  to  make  us 
feel  welcome  on  Orientation  Day.  their  noble  efforts  were  thwarted  tin- 
first  day  of  college.  Even  before  we  arrived  at  Salem,  laughing  fiends 
disguised  as  sophomores  taunted  us  on  bus  and  train.  We  soon  learned  to 
our  sorrow  that  theirs  were  no  empty  threats.  T)ie  first  three  weeks  of 
our  college  life  were  spent  either  praying  for  rain,  frying  eggs,  or  falling 
prostrate  in  a  "blitz."  Who  can  forget  Arnold  Checchi  standing  on  a  lunch- 
room table  singing  Behind  Those  Swinging  Doors?  Initiation  Day  found  us  still 
alive  to  our  surprise.

Our  first  class  venture  was  a  Valentine  Day  party,  held  in  the  gym. 
Games,  dancing,  and  refreshments  made  an  enjoyable  time. 


The  lectures  form  one  of  the  most  lasting  impressions  of  our  fresh- 
man year.  We  recall  particularly  Valentine  Van  Tassel's  talk  on  the  Near 
East  and  Hiram  GrUber  W  olf's  account  of  being  held  prisoner  in  Fascist 
Italy. 


The  abilities  of  many  of  our  classmates  soon  distinguished  us  as  a 
group  of  varied  talents.  Mary  Brown  was  chosen  to  play  on  one  oi  the 
teams  which  defeated  Framingham  Teachers  College.  The  college  was 
represented  at  the  Hearst  OratorieaJ  Contest  l>v  Bette  (  lark.  From  the 
numerous  beauties  of  the  class,  Arlene  Mollis  and  Priscilla  Grant  were 
chosen  to  be  members  of  the  Queen's  court  at  the  WAA  dame. 


The  intelligence  of  the  class  was  manifested  in  the  showing  of  Mildred 
Herman  and  Mary  Waters  on  the  team  which  defeated  Rhode  Island  College 
of  Education  on  the  "Quiz  of  Two  Cities"  radio  program. 


To  our  class,  the  event  of  the  year  was  the  freshman  frolic.  When 
we  were  freshmen,  men  were  at  a  premium.  Never  at  a  loss  for  long,  we 
set  up  a  date  bureau.  Soon  men  were  being  procured  at  a  rate  exceeded 
only  by  Fort  Deyens.  Their  presence,  in  numbers  exceeding  our  wildest 
expectations,  helped  make  the  freshman  frolic  one  of  the  highlights  of 
the  year. 


We  did  our  part  in  the  war  bond  drive  conducted  by  the  Collegiate 
Defense  Committee.  Remember  the  auction  with  Mr.  Lowery  as  auctioneer? 
Mildred  Berman  replaced  President  Sullivan  as  chief  executive  of  the  college 
by  purchasing  that  honor  for  one  day.  Tables  were  turned  and  a  new  faculty 
installed.  Serving  on  this  faculty  were  Barbara  Clark,  Louise  Rolfe,  and 
Arnold  Checchi  among  others. 


The  new  faculty  was  not  long  in  indicating  its  tendencies  in  favor 
of  progressive  education,  for  classes  were  held  at  Forest  River  Park,  on 
various  parts  of  the  campus,  and  as  field  trips  in  addition  to  the  regular 
classroom  locale.  Mrs.  King  and  Miss  Keily  put  on  a  fine  tennis  exhibition 
for  an  appreciati ve  audience  at  Pioneer's  Village,  while  back  at  the  college. 
Miss  Burnham  was  regaling  her  World  Classics  elective  course  with  an 
original  fable.  "The  Mouse's  Tail"  or  maybe  it  was  "The  Mouse's  Tale" 
since  the  class  had  just  been  discussing  Chaucer's  Canterbury  Talcs. 


Our  thoughts  had  been  greatly  sobered  when  we  learned  of  the  death 
of  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt,  yet  we  soon  were  joyous  when  the  long- 
awaited  Y-E  Day  became  a  reality  in  May.

In  an  attempt  to  atone,  somewhat,  for  the  embarrassments  we  inflicted 
on  the  freshmen,  we  put  into  practice  the  old  adage,  ''Turnabout  is  fair  play." 
The  time  had  come  for  us  to  do  the  entertaining,  which  we  did  with  a  vim. 
We  fust  trod  the  hoards  at  Salem  in  a  slight!}  altered  version  "I  Hamlet. 
At  this  time  we  otter  humble  and  profuse  apologies  to  the  Immortal  Bard, 
who  is  undoubtedly  wincing  in  his  Stratford-on-Avon  resting  place  at  the 
slightest  mention  of  this  ambitious  undertaking.  The  production  was  organ- 
ized and  directed  by  Barbara  Clark.  Instead  of  being  satisfied  with  merel) 
speaking  the  lines,  the  characters  in  the  play  sang  rib-tickling  parodies  of 
several  melodies.  Arnold  Checchi,  resplendent  in  green  cape  and  matching 
ski  cap,  acted  in  the  title  role.  Toni  Trigilio  turned  in  a  fmc  performance 
as  the  queen.  Anyone  who  saw  her  swoon  that  afternoon  will  readily  attest 
to  that. 

"Nothing  ventured,  nothing  gained"  has  been  our  motto  for  three 
years.  With  class  officers  Louise  McDonald,  president,  Dorothy  Denny, 
vice-president,  Pauline  Sparicio,  treasurer,  and  Louise  Rolfe,  secretary,  we 
began  plans  for  our  first  production  almost  immediately.  The  highlight 
of  the  year,  our  first  minstrel  show,  directed  by  Sylvia  Toltz  Blair  and 
Ann  Comer,  and  presented  in  the  training  school  hall,  was  a  great  success. 
Endmen  Peggy  Hussey,  Mary  Brown,  Ada  O'Meara,  Elaine  Centracchio, 
Mary  Marrs,  and  Bette  Clark,  together  with  interlocutor  Charlotte  Pekin, 
the  man_\"  and  varied  specialties,  and  the  chorus  provided  an  evening  of 
music  and  fun  still  remembered  by  all  who  saw  it. 

The  praise  for  our  show  had  hardly  abated  when  those  of  our  class 
in  the  dramatic  club  brought  us  more  plaudits  through  their  perfomance 
in  the  Christmas  pageant. 

We  have  always  been  active  in  sports.  When  Salem  was  hostess 
to  Lowell  Teachers  College  for  basketball  games,  our  class  fielded  a  team 
representing  the  best  we  had  to  offer.  Carolyn  Young  Marie  Saunders, 
and  Shirley  Tibbetts,  to  name  only  a  few,  were  outstanding. 

Pride  in  our  class  basketball  team  was  justified  not  only  then,  but 
a  little  later  on  in  the  year  when  we  captured  the  basketball  championship 
of  the  college  from  the  seniors.  Our  victories  on  the  court  were  due.  in  no 
small  degree,  to  the  team  play  exhibited  by  all  members  of  the  team,  and 
notably  guards  Louise  McDonald  and  Charlotte  Pekin. 

The  background  of  our  college  life  is  reflected  clearly  in  the  subjects 
of  the  lectures  during  each  year.  Although  the  shadow  war  casts  was 
lifted  before  our  second  year  at  Salem  began,  its  effect  is  evident  in  the 
more  outstanding  talks — Mrs.  Max  Ulin's  speech  on  foreign  affairs.  Louis 


J.  Alber's  talk  on  Winston  Churchill,  Austen  Lake's  account  of  his  ex- 
periences as  a  war  correspondent. 

The  first  veteran  to  join  our  class  was  Chris  Eliopoulos  who  came 
home  from  Japan.  Chris  told  us  many  witty  and  interesting  stories  of  his 
Army  days. 

By  spring  we  were  firmly  convinced  that  no  matter  what  our  class 
did,  it  must  be  done  in  a  new  way.  So,  our  sophomore  dance  became  a 
St.  Patrick's  I  )ay  celebration.  Chapel  hall  w  as  turned  into  a  cabaret,  com- 
plete with  tables,  shamrocks,  and  green-clad  colleens. 

By  way  of  further  distinguishing  our  class.  Charlotte  Pekin  was 
elected  to  the  vice-presidency  of  the  Cooperative  Council  for  the  following 
year. 

The  end  ot  the  year  found  us,  with  one  exception,  looking  forward 
to  our  return  as  dignified,  helpful  upperclassmen.  The  exception,  Sylvia 
Toltz  Blair,  was  too  busy  planning  her  wedding  to  look  beyond  to  matters 
such  as  these. 


ACT  III 

"Springtime,  the  only  pretty  ring  time." 

A  marked  change  in  the  student  body  had  taken  place  that  fall.  The 
men  who  had  gone  to  war  were  returning.  Salem  acquired  her  share  of  the 
veterans  who  were  pouring  through  the  doors  of  colleges  and  universities 
all  over  the  United  States.  For  a  while,  we  had  visions  of  a  football  team 
when  a  Booster's  Club  was  formed  to  investigate  the  possibility.  However, 
it  turned  out  to  be  impracticable  and  we  diverted  our  attention  to  the  fortunes 
of  Salem's  male  basketball  team  as  they  played  games  with  other  teachers 
colleges  throughout  New  England. 

As  juniors,  we  talked  knowingly  oi  "norms,"  "remedial  reading,"  and 
''individual  differences."  Our  familiarity  with  educational  jargon  covered 
our  utter  lack  of  actual  experience,  a  lack  to  be  remedied,  apprehensive 
members  of  the  elementary  and  junior  high  divisions  knew,  very  soon.  The 
magic  word  "training"  hung  like  the  sword  of  Damocles  over  their  heads 
all  during  the  first  semester. 

We  tried  to  ignore  our  fears  by  crowding  our  schedule  with  man) 
activities.  Our  obligation  as  junior  sisters  and  brothers  was  fulfilled  on 
Orientation  Day.  Ask  any  member  of  the  class  of  1950  about  "'The  Light- 
house Keeper's  Daughter,"  our  bid  for  dramatic  fame,  starring  Margaret 
Braverman,  Mildred  Berman,  Barbara  Haskell,  Rita  Trabucco,  Dorothy 
Denny,  and  directed  by  Leona  Glazer. 

Two  new  faculty  members  were  welcomed  by  us,  Mr.  Hardy,  re- 
leased from  the  Army,  and  Miss  Hudgins,  fifth  grade  supervisor  in  the 


training  school.  We  also  welcomed  two  returned  veterans  as  members 
of  our  class.  Marguerite  Gavin,  ex- Wave,  and  Gordon  McRae,  ex-navigator. 
They  were,  we  found,  very  talented  and  their  ability  was  not  long  in  show- 
ing' itself. 

The  annual  Armistice  Day  program  was  especially  effective  with 
Gordon  McRae  in  the  title  role  of  the  dramatic  club's  offering,  "The  Case 
of  Johnny  Doe,"  a  stud_v  of  a  returned  serviceman. 

Class  officers  Patricia  Barker,  president,  Mary  Marrs,  vice-president, 
Arnold  Checchi,  treasurer  and  Louise  McDonald,  secretary,  led  in  planning 
the  year's  program.  Encouraged  by  the  reception  given  our  sophomore 
production  we  began  to  work  on  the  second  minstrel  show,  utilizing  the 
abilities  of  Marguerite  Gavin  and  Sylvia  Toltz  Blair  as  directors.  ,  This 
revue  was  a  greater  success  than  the  first,  running  twice  as  long.  Who  will 
forget  the  night  that  Bette  Clark  lost  her  voice,  and  the  way  she  carried 
on  until  the  final  curtain.-'     By  then  we  were  seasoned  troupers. 

This  was  the  year  of  remarkable  chapel  programs,  including  some 
interesting  and  sometimes  unexpected  speeches  by  members  of  the  faculty. 
Miss  Stone,  Dr.  McGlynn,  Mr.  Rockwell.  Mr.  Rockett,  and  Miss  Flanders' 
unforgettable  "Verna  Goes  Vernal"  remain  in  our  memories. 

Another  chapel  program  provided  an  opportunity  for  us  to  express 
in  a  very  small  way,  our  indebtedness  to  Miss  Goldsmith,  who  retired  after 
an  unequalled  record  of  forty-six  years  of  service  to  Salem.  No  one  who 
heard  Miss  Goldsmith's  parting  advice  will  ever  forget  that  she  imparted 
to  all  who  knew  her  some  of  her  own  "courage,  humor,  and  common  sense." 
Mr.  James  Sullivan  replaced  Miss  Goldsmith.  Xot  too  long  after  this,  we 
acknowledged  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Sproul  as  head  of  the  commercial  de- 
partment with  a  second  farewell  chapel  program.  Salem  lost  another  of 
its  finest  educators,  but  gained  an  equally  fine  one  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Jeffery. 

Dr.  John  J.  Mahoney's  lecture  on  ''Education  for  Democracy"  stands 
out  as  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  year. 

Council  elections  resulted  in  Charlotte  Pekin's  stepping  up  to  the 
presidency  of  that  august  body,  while  Rita  Trabucco  was  elected  to  serve 
as  secretary. 

Continuing  our  principle  of  "always  something  new."  we  planned 
a  junior  prom  which  will  live  in  our  memories,  distinct  in  every  detail,  for 
a  long  time  to  come.  Our  ''Ring  Dance"  at  the  Hotel  Kenmore  in  Boston 
was  truly  an  innovation.  The  first  sight  of  our  college  rings  brought  us 
the  realization  that  our  college  days  were  swiftly  passing. 

Since  we  had  almost  completed  three-fourths  of  our  stay  at  Salem, 
it  fell  to  us.  as  juniors,  to  participate  in  the  Class  Day  and  Commencement 
exercises  of  the  class  of  1947.  This  we  did  as  bearers  of  the  Laurel  and 
Daisy  Chains.  A  bit  awed  at  first,  we  were  proud  of  our  role  in  these 
ceremonies  for   we  felt  that  we  were   witnessing  a  preview   of  the  long- 


awaited  moment  when  we  would  be  the  recipients  ol  the  coveted  degree  ol 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education.  Move-up  day  ceremonies  meant  more 
to  us  as  we  eagerly  reached  for  the  roses  which  matched  our  turned  capes 
and  symbolized  our  new  position.    At  last  we  were  seniors 

ACT  IV 

"Young  in  limbs,  in  judgment  old." 

Happy  to  return,  we  occupied  the  first  four,  rows  in  chapel  with 
conscious  pride  in  our  new  estate.  Miss  Harris  had  retired  and  we  greeted 
her  successor,  Dr.  Jones  as  a  new  faculty  member. 

There  were  other  faculty  changes,  but  these  were  only  of  a  temporary 
nature.  Miss  Stone  was  out  on  sabbatical  leave  during  the  first  semester, 
wdiile  Miss  Burnham  left  during  the  second  half.  Mrs.  Anna  I'.  I'pton 
replaced  both   instructors  during  their  respective  periods  of  absence. 

The  elementary  and  junior  high  students  spent  half  the  first  semes- 
ter in  training.  Meanwhile,  the  commercial  students  regretted  having  been 
so  callous  the  previous  year  to  the  plight  of  their  classmates,  as  they  con- 
templated the  weeks  of  practice  teaching  stretching  before  them. 

We  hadn't  been  back  at  college  many  weeks  before  we  were  planning 
the  first  dance  of  the  year,  the  CLIPPER  dance.  Chapel  hall  was  decorated 
with  corn  stalks,  pumpkin,  and  colored  Indian  corn  to  carry  out  a  harvest 
theme.    As  had  been  customary,  this  function  also  turned  out  successfully. 

It  was  evident  that  certain  members  of  the  elementary  division  had 
more  than  studies  on  their  minds.  Xo  less  than  nine  of  them  were  engaged, 
Sylvia  Goldman  was  married  before  she  joined  our  class  in  the  fall,  and 
June  (Jacobus)  Rendle  was  married  in  November. 

Our  experienced  class  officers,  Patricia  Barker,  president.  Dorothy 
Denny,  vice-president,  Pauline  Sparicio.  treasurer,  and  Dorothy  Mauriello, 
secretary  had  their  hands  full  taking  charge  of  the  many  and  varied  senior 
activities. 

By  this  time  we  were  all  secretly  convinced  that  education's  gain  was 
Broadway's  loss,  so  we  began  work  on  our  third  production.  "The  Nostalgic 
Nineties."  This  proved  up  to  our  previous  standard  due  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  Ann  Comer,  Bette  Clark  and  Gordon  McRae  .  .  .  We  laughingly 
recall  the  "When  Francis  Dances  With  Me"  number  by  Gerry  Buckley 
and  Peggy  Hussey.  and  the  fine  musicianship  of  "A  Bicycle  Built  for  Two" 
enacted  by  Phyllis  Courchene  and  Barbara  Clark.  Then  we  retired  from 
the  stage  viewing  with  some  complacence  an  unmatched  record  of  three 
successful  musical  shows. 

Our  last  show  left  a  particularly  vivid  memory,  since  it  was  an 
original  one.  Written  by  Gordon  McRae,  "The  Nostalgic  Nineties"  was 
set  up  as  a  play  within  a  play.  Not  only  did  we  have  a  seasoned  troup  of 
musical  comedy  stars;  we  possessed  within  the  ranks  of  our  class,  a  potential 
playwright. 


Changes  had  taken  place  in  the  Horace  Mann  Training  School  facult) 
as  well  as  at  the  college.  Shortly  after  the  second  semester  bega|n,  Miss 
McSweeney  left.  Miss  Hudgins  then  became  sixth  grade  supervisor  instead 
of  the  fifth.  Mrs.  Rigby  replaced  Miss  Hudgins  until  the  latter's  successor 
was  named.  Then,  too,  those  of  the  elemental}-  and  junior  high  divisions 
who  had  sat  in  Mr.  Little's  classes  were  saddened  to  hear  of  his  sudden 
and  prolonged  illness. 

While  we  planned  for  the  activities  which  would  provide  a  fitting 
close  to  our  four  years  at  Salem,  the  weeks  passed  more  quickly  than 
seemed  possible.  The  lectures  were  both  interesting  and  worthwhile.  We 
learned  from  and  were  entertained  by  The  Royal  Jubilee  Singers,  Richard 
Cartwright  and  others.  The  entire  class  was  together  for  the  first  time  in  over 
a  year  when  the  commercial  division  returned  from  training  in  March. 

During  the  last  few  months  of  college  we  were  interviewed  for 
teaching  positions  by  several  supervisors  and  principals  of  schools  in  sur- 
rounding communities.  Arnold  Checchi  went  a  little  farther  afield.  He 
attained  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  member  of  our  class  to  sign  a 
contract — this  in  East  Hartford,  Connecticut. 

As  June  drew  near,  we  developed  a  harried  look  and  glazed  stare, 
demonstrating  to  the  world  that  the  cares  of  graduation  were  at  last  upon  us. 

True  to  our  tradition  of  unorthodoxy,  we  wore  our  cap  and  gowns 
for  one  month  before  graduation.  With  a  keen  sense  of  impeding  responsi- 
bility we  attended  Last  Chapel,  heard  an  impressive  Ivy  Oration,  and 
mounted  the  college  stairs  on  Class  Day  as  we  sorrowfully  became  alumnae. 
As  we  received  our  degrees  on  Commencement  Day,  we  finished  one  of  the 
most  memorable   and  enjoyable  chapters   of  our  lives.
